CREATING AT ELERGENCY BOARP TO INIVES-
TIGATE A DISPUTE BETWEEN THE RAILWAY
ExXpRESS AGENCY, INC., AND CERTAIN OF
Irs ELPLOYEES

WHEREAS a dispute, other than that
referred to 1n Executive Order No. 9891
of September 15, 1947, entitled “Creating
an Emergency Board to Investigate a
Dispute between the Railway Express
Agency, Inc., and Certan of Its Employ-
ees,” exists between the Railway Express
Agency, Inc., a carrier, and certamn of its
employees represented by Locals 453 and
808, International Brotherhood of Team-
sters, Chauffeurs, Warchousemen and
Helpers of America, AFL, & labor organ-
1zation; and

WHEREAS this dispute has not here-
tofore been adjusted under the provisions
of the Railway Labor Act, as amended;
and

WHEREAS this dispute, 1n the judg-
ment of the National Mediation Board,
threatens substantially to interrupt in-
terstate commerce within the states of
New York and New Jersey to a degree
such as to deprive that portion of the
couniry of essential transportation
service:

NOW, THEREFORE, by virtue of the
authority vested in me by section 10 of
the Railyvay Labor Aet, as amended (45
U. S. C. 160) I hereby create a board
of three members, to be appomted by me,
to mvestigate the said dispute. No mem-
ber of the said board shall be pecumarily
or othermse interesteit in any orgamza-
tion of railway employees or any carrier.

The hoard shall report its findings to
the President with respect to the saud dis-
pute within tharty days from the date of
this order.

As provided by section 10 of the Rail-
way Labor Act, as amended, from this
date and for thirty days after the board
has made its report to the President, no
change, except by agreement, shall be
made by the Raillway Express Agency,
Ine., or-its employees in the conditions
out of which the said dispute arose.

Pursuant to authority contamed 1n
Public Law 26, £0th Congress, approved
March 31, 1947, Ofiice of Szlective Serv-
jce Records Regulations, First Edition
(12 ¥ R. 2312, 5042, 5461) are hereby
amended in the following respect:

1. Amend §€06.3 to read as follows:

§ 606.3 Profection of records. (a)
Paper records of or in the physical cus-
tedy of the Ofice of Sclective Szrwce
Records shall not bz loaned, fransmitted,
or delivered Into the physical custedy of
eny person or agency other than an offi-
clal or asency of the Office of Salective
Service Records without the approval of
the Director. Paper records may bz
transmitted between agencies of the
Ofiice of Sclective Service Records.
Yhen such paper records are transmit-

—
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ted hetween offices of the Office of Se-
lective Service Records they shall be
sent by registered mail, and strict ac-
counting maintained of the dispatch and
receipt of all such records.

(b) Office of Selective Service Records
personnel shall take all possible care to
keep records from being lost or destroyed.
Under no circumstances shall a record
be entrusted to any person not author-
ized to have it in hus custody. When the
person charged with the custody of a
record transmits or delivers it to another,
he shall place a notation showing the
person or agency of the Office of Selec-
tive Service Records to which it 1s trans-
mifted or delivered in hius files in the
place from which the record was with-
drawn.

2. Amend § 606.4 to read as follows:

§ 6064 What records confidential,
All records obtained under the Selective
Training and Service Act of 1940, as
amended, which are 1n Federal record
depots of the Office of Selective Service
Records, and the information contained
in such records shall be confidential, and
shall not be available 1n any manner or
used for any purpose except as provided ,
by the regulations in this part.

3. Amend § 606.5 to read as follows:

§ 606.5 Availability and use of con-
fidential records and information. (a)
Information contamned 1 records in &
registrant’s file may be disclosed or fur-
nished to,-or examined by, the following
persons, namely*

(1) The registrant, or any person hav-
Ing written authority from the registrant.

(2) The legal representative of a de-
ceased registrant upon presentation of
letters testamentary or letters of admun-
istration, or, where there is no legal rep-
resentative appointed for the estate of a
deceased registrant, his next of kin;
Provided, ‘That proof of the registrant’s
death and proof of the relationship of
the next of kin to the registrant have
been submitted and are 1n his file. For
the purpose of this subparagraph his
next of kin shall be limited to his widow,
child, mother, father, brother, or sister.

(3) All personnel of the Office of Selec-
tive Service Records while engaged 1n the
administration of the selective service
records law.

(4) Any agency, official, or employee,
or class or group of officials or employees,
of the United States or any State or sub-~
division thereof, but only when and to
the extent specifically authorized in writ-
ing by the Director, or as provnided by the
regulations in this part.

(b) Notwithstanding any other provi-
sions of the regulations-in this part,
information contained in any record 1n
a Federal record depot may be disclosed
or furnished to, or examined by, any
person having specific written authority
from the Director. A State Director of
the Office of Selective Service Records
may disclose or furnish information to,
or permit the examination thereof by,
any such person but only when and to the
extent and for the purpose designated by

such written authority of the Director.
No person shall use any information so
disclosed, furnished, or examined for any
purpose other than that designafed in
such written authority.

4, Amend the regulations by adding a
new section to be known as § 606.6 to read
as follows:

' §606.6 Supplying information; n
general. Requests for information con-
tamed i the records in a Federal record
depot shall be made either in writing, or
n person. No such information shall be
supplied until the person making the re-
quest has been properly identified as a
person, or as an authorized representa-
tive of an agency, entifled to obtain such
mnformation under the regulations in this
part. Whenever any doubt shall exist as
to whether any person or agency is en-
titled fo obtain any such information,
the matter shall be referred to the Di-
rector for decision.

5. Amend § 606.7 to read as follows:

§ 606.7 Subpoena of records. (a) In
the prosecution of a registrant or any
other person for a violation of the Se-
lective Training and Service Act of 1940,
or any amendment thereof, or the selec-
tive service records law, or any regula-
tions 1ssued under either of said laws, or
any orders or directions made pursuant
to any such acts or regulations, or in any
Federal court proceeding arisimg out of
the Selective Training and Service Act of
1940, as amended, all records of the reg-
istrant may be produced in response to
the subpoena or summons of the court in
which such prosecution or proceeding is
pending.

(b) Except as provided in paragraph
(a) of this section, no officer or em-
ployee of the Office of Selective Service
Records shall produce a registrant’s file,
or any part thereof, 1n response to the
subpoena or summons of any court with-
out the consent, in writing, of the regis-
trant concerned, or of the Director.

(c) Whenever, under the provisions of
this section, a registrant’s file, or any part
thereof, 1s produced as evidence in the
proceedings of any court, such file shall
remain in the personal custody of an
official of the Office of Selective Service
Records, and permassion of the court be
asked; after tender of the original file, to
substitute a copy of the file with the
court.

6. Amend the regulations by adding a
new section to be known as § 606.8 to read

-as follows:

§ 606.8 Supplymng wmformation to for-

mer employers. A State Director of the-

Office of Selective Service Records may
disclose to the former employer of a
registrant who 1s serving in, or who has
been discharged from, the armed forces
whether the registrant has or has not

been discharged and, if discharged, the.

date thereof, upon reasonable proof that
the registrant left a position in the em-
ploy of the person requesting such infor-
mation in order to serve in the armed
forces. ;

7. Amend the regulations by adding a
new section to be known as § 6369 to
read as follows:

§ 606.9 Forwarding mail addressed to
a registrant. First class mail addressed
to a registrant received by any agenocy of
the Office of Selective Service Records
shall be forwarded to the registrant at his
last known address whenever such action
15 possible. Whenever the address of
the registrant is not known such mafl
shall be marked accordingly and returned
to the post office.

8. Amend § 606.10 to read as follows:

§ 606.10 “Disclose,” “furnish,” and
“examine” defined. When used in this
part, the following words with regaxd to
any record in a Federal record depot, or
to information contained in any such
record, shall have the meaning ascribed
to them as follows:

(a) “Disclose” shall mean g verbal or
written statement concerning any such
record or information.

(b) “Furnish” shall mean providing in
substante or verbatim a copy of any such
record or information.

(¢c) “Examine” shall mean & visual in-
spection and examination of any such
record or information at the Office and
in the presence of a State Director of the
Office of Selective Service Records or his
designated agent.

9. Amend § 606.11 fo read as follows:

§ 606.11 Searching or handling rec-
ords. Except as specifically provided in
the regulations in this part or by written
authority of the Director, no person
shall be entitled to search or handle any
record obtamned under the Selective
Training and Service Act of 1940, as
amended, which is in a Federal record
depot.

10. Amend the regulations by adding
a new section fo be known as § 606.12
to read as follows:

§ 606.12 Supplying Usts of repis-
trants. _State Directors of the Office of
Selective Service Records, upon request,
may supply lists 6f names of registrants
inducted qor enlisted into the armed
forces to local governmental, civie, pa-
triotic, or fraternal organizations for the
purpose of preparing honor rolls of men
who have served in the armed forces. In
the preparation of such lists of names no
distinction shall be made or indicated
between registrants enlisted and regls-
trants inducted, nor will addresses,
branch of service or other information
be given. No such list shall be suppled
in any case where the State Director of
the Office of Selective Service Records
has reason to believe that the list will
not be used for the purpose requested,
or will be used for a commercial purpose.

11. Amend § 606.13 to read as follows:

§ 606.13 Supplying information to
the Congress. All communications re-
ceived by State Directors of the Office of
Selective Service Records from individ«
ual members of Congress, from Commit-
tees of the House of Representatives,
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or the Senate, or from the Congress as
a body, requesting information from the
records 1n a Federal record depot shall
be forwarded to the Director for reply.

12. Amend the regulations by adding a
new section to be known as § 606.14 to
read as follows: ¥

§ 60614 Supplyeng wmformation 1o
Federal agencies and offictals. (a) In-
formation contained in records in a reg-
istrant’s file may be disclosed or fur-
rushed to, or examined by, personnel of
an agency of the United States desig-
nated in paragraph (b) of this section
upon the request of an official author-
1zed under the prowisions of such para-
graph to request such information for
the agency concerned. Such request for
information may be made in writing
signed by an authorized official of the
agency, or may be made 1n person by such
officlal. Anyinformation obtained under
the prowisions of this section by an
-agency of the United States shall, with-
out execption, be used solely for the
purposes of such agency and shall not
be given to any other agency or person,
and no person shall use any such infor-
mation for any purpose other than for
the purposes of the agency which ob-
tamed the information. Whenever it
shall become necessary to furnish photo-
graphs or photostats of records in a reg-
1strant’s fite, such records will be trans-
mitted to National Headguarters, Office
of Selectjve Service Records, for repro-
duction accompanied by a letter setting
forth the need therefor. The records will
be reproduced at National Headquarters,
and both onginals and copies will be re-
turned to the record depof, where the
copies may be delivered to the authorized
official making the request. When an
agency making an authorized request for
information requres that records be re-
produced and mobile reproduction equup-
ment 1s available to such agency, the re-
production may be made in the record
depot. Any request for the examination
of origmal records in a registrant’s file
outside of the custody of an official of the
Office of Selective Service Records shall
be submitted to the Director.

(b) Any agency of the United States
named hereafter mn this paragraph is
authorized to obtain information con-
tamed in records in a registrant’s file
under the provisions of paragraph (a)
of this section. >

(1) Veierans’ Admumstration. The
Veterans’ Administration may obtain
such information upon the request of (i)
the Admimstrator, (ii) the Assistant Ad-
mmstrator for Contact and Administra-
tive Services, or (iii) a Deputy Admin-

- istrator in charge of a regional office, or
a center having regional office activi-
ties.

(2) Depariment of Justice. The De-
partment of Justice may obtam such in-
formation upon the request of (1) the
Attorney General, (ii) the Admumstra-
tive Assistant to the Attorney General,
{iii) the Commissioner of Immgration
the Naturalization, (v) & District Di-
rector, Tmmgration and Naturalization
Service, (v) a United States Attorney or
his duly authorized representative, or
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(vi) an agent of the Federal Burcau of
Investisation.

{3) War Department. The War De«
partment may obtain such information
upon the request of (1) the Administra-
tive Assistant to the Secretary of War,
(if) the Executive Ofiicer or the Secre-
tary-Recorder of the Secretary of War's
Discharge Review Board, Washington,
D, C., (iii) the Assistant Secretary-Re-
corder of the Secretary of War's Dis-
charge Review Board, St. Louls, MIis-
souri; (iv) the Chairman of the Secre-
tary of War's Board of Correction of
Military Records, (v) the Chief, Security
Group, Intellience Divislon, Tar De-
partment General Staff, (vi) perconnel
of the Counter Intellicence Corps, United
States Army, (vil) The Adjutant Gen-
eral, (viii) the Commanding Ofiicer,
Records Administration Center, St.
Louis, Missouri, (ix) the Chief, Repatria-
tion Records Branch, Office of the Quar-
termaster General, (%) the Chlef, Per-
sonnel Branch, National Guard Bureau,
(xi) the Adjutant General, Headquar-
ters, First Army, (xil) the Executive Of-
ficer, Headquarters, Second Army, (xiiD)
the Records Administrator, Headquar-
ters, Third Army, (xiv) the Adjutant
General, Headquarters, Fourth Army,
(xv) the Selective Service Liniton Of-
cer, Headquarters, Fifth Army, (xvl) the
Adjutant General, Headquarters, Sixth

(4) Department of Labor. The De-
partment of Labor may obtain such in-
formation upon the request of (1) the
Szcretary of Xabor, (if) the Director,
Division of Veterans' Recemployment
Rights, (iii) the Liaison Ofiicer, Divislon
of Veterans' Reemployment Rights, (iv)
a Field Representative, Division of Vet-
erans’ Reemployment Rights, or (v) an
Assistant Field Representative, Divislon
of Veterans’ Reemployment Rights.

(5) Post Ofiice Departiment. The Post
Office Department may obtain such in-
formation upon the request of (i) the
Postmaster General, (i) the Chief Post
Office Inspector, (ifi) a Post Ofilce In-
spector in Charge, or (iv) a Post Ofilce
Inspector.

(6) United States Ciril Service Com-
smsswon. ‘The United States Civil Service
Commission may obtain such informa-
tion upon the request of (1) a Commis-
sioner, (if) a Director or a Daputy Direc-
tor of a Civil Service Commizsion Re-
glon, (iif) a Manager of a Civil Service
Commission Branch Regional Office, (§v)
a Veterans' Federal Employment Repre-
sentative, (v) a Principal Civil Service
Investigator, or (vi) s Civil Service In-
vestigator.

(1) United States Maritime Comimis-
sion. The United States Marltime Com-
mission may obtain such information
upon the request of (1) the Chai‘man, or
(D) the Chief of the Seaman's Wartime
Service Benefits Unit, Marine Divislon,
Bureau of Operations.

(8) Federal Security Agenecy. The
Federal Security Agency may obtain
such information upon the request of
({) the Administrator, (il) the Records
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Ofiicer, (iif) the Director or the Aciing
Director, Bureau of Old Age and Sur-
vivors Insurance, (iv) a Regional Repre-
sentative, Social Szewrity Admimstra-
tion, or (v) a Manager, Social Seeurity
Administration Field Office.

(9) Dzpartment of Stale. The Da-
partment of State may obtamn such in-
formation upon the request of (i) the
Secretary of State, (i) the Director,
Ofilce of Controls, (iii) the Chief, Divi-
sion of Szcurity and Investigation, (iv)
the Chief, Visa Division, (v) the Chief,
Passport Division, (vi) the Chief, Div1-
sfon of Foreign Activity Correlation,
(vil) the Chief, Division of Protective
Services, or (vill) a Special Agent of the
Division of Szcurity and Investigation.

(10) Nary Department. 'The Navy Da-
partment may obtain such information
upon the request of (i) the Szcretary of
the Navy, (i) the Rzcords Officer, Ex-
ecutive Office of the Sscretary, (i) a
Bureau Records Officer, (iv) a Distnict
Records Management Officer, (v) the
Administrative Assistant, Iledical Sta-
tisties Division, Bureau of IMedicine and
Surgery, (vi) the Director of Civilian

SUBPART A—DEFINITIONS

§ 53.1 Definitions. Except as other-
wise stated, the following terms shall

All categories of facilities; additional .
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have the following meanings when used
in the regulations in this part:

(a) Area. A logical hospital service
area, taking into account such factors as
population distribution, natural geo-
graphic boundaries, transportation and
trade patterns, all parts of which are
reasonably accessible to existing or pro-
posed hospital facilties and, which has
been-designated by the State Agency as
a base, intermediate, or rural area.
Nothing in the regulations in this part
shall preclude the formation of an inter-
state area with the mutual agreement of
the States concerned.

(b) Base area. Any area which 1s so
designated by the State Agency and has
the following characteristics: (1) Irre-
spective of the population of the area, it
shall contain g teaching hospital of a
medical school; this hospital must he
suitable for use as a base hospital in a
coordinated hospital system within the
State; or (2) the area has a total popu-
lation of at.least 100,000 and contains or
will contain on completion of the hos-
pital construction program under the
State plan at least one general hospital
which has a complement of 200 or more
beds for general use. This hospital
must furnish internships and residencies
in two or more specialties and must be
suitable for use as & base hospital in a
coordinated hospital system within.the
State.

(¢) Inlermediate area. Any area so
designated by the State Agency which:
(1) Has a total population of af least
25,000 and (2) contains, or will contain
on completion of the hospital construc-
tion program under the State plan, at
least one general hospital which has a
complement, of 100 or more beds and
which would be suitable for use as a
district hospital in a coordinated hos-
pifal system within the State.

(d) Rural areq. Any area so desig-
nated by the State Agency which consti-
tutes a unit, no part of which has been
included in a base or intermediate area.

(e) Coordinated hospital system. An
1dterrelated network of general hospitals
throughout & State 1n which one or more
base hospitals provide district hospitals
and the latter in turn provide rural and
other small hospitals with such services
relative to diagnosis, treatment, medical
research and teaching as cannot be pro-
vided by the smaller hospitals individu-
ally.

(f) Hospital. Public health centers
and general, tuberculosis, mental,
chronic disease, and other types of hos-
pitals, and related facilities, such as
laboratories, out-patient departments,
nurses’ home and training facilities, and
central service facilities operated in con-
nection with hospitals, but not institu-
tions furnmishing primarily domiciliary
care. The term “hospital,” except as
applied generally to include public health
centers, shall be restricted to institutions
providing community service for in-
patient medical or surgical care of the
sick or mjured; this includes obstetrics.
It shall exclude Federal hospitals and
institutions found to constitute a public
hazard.

(g) Allied special hospital. Cardiac,
eye-ear-nose-throat, isolation, mater-
nity, children’s orthopedic, and skin and

cancer, as well as other hospitals pro-
viding similar specialized types of care
commonly given in general hospitals,
The term excludes mental, tuberculosis,
and chronic disease hospitals.

() Chromic disease hospital, A hos-
pital, the primary purpose of which is
medical treatment of chronic illness, in-
cluding the degenerative diseases, and
which furnishes hospital treatment and
care, administered by or under the direc-
tion of persons licensed to practice medi-
cine in the State. The term includes
such convalescent homes as meet the
foregoing qualifications. It excludes
tuberculosis and mental hospitals, nurs-
ing homes, and also institutions, the pri-
mary purpose of which is domiciliary
care.

(1) General hospital. Any hospital
for in-patient medical or surgical care
of acute illness or injury and for obstet-
rics, of which not more than 50% of the
total patient days during the year are
customarily assignable to the following
categories of cases: Chronic, convales-
cent and rest, drug and alcoholic, epilep-
tic, mentally deficient, mental, nervous
and mental, and tuberculosis.

(J) Mental hospital. A hospital for the
diagnosis and treatment of nervous and
mental illness but excluding institutions
for the feeble-minded and epileptics.

(k) Nonprofit hospital. Any hospltel
owned and operated by a corporation or
association, no part of the net earnings
of which is applied, or may lawfully be
applied, to the benefit of any private
shareholder or individual.

(1) Psychietric hospital. A type of
mental hospital where patients may re-
ceive intensive treatment and where only
a minimum of continued treatment fa-
cilities will be afforded.

(m) Tuberculos:s hospital. A hospltal
for the diagnosis and treatment of tuber-~
culosis, excluding preventoria,

(m) Hospital bed. A bed for an adult
or child patient. Bassinets for the new-
born in a nursery, beds id labor rooms
and in health centers, and other beds
used exclusively for emergency purposes
are not mncluded in this definition.

(o) Population. In computing the
population of the State or any area
thereof for purposes of the regulations
in this part, the State Agency shall use
the latest fizures of civillan population
certified by the Federal Department of
Commerce with such adjustments as may
be necessary to reflect changing local
conditions. Such adjustments shall not
result in any increase in the total popu-
lation of the State over the figures certi-
fied by the Department of ICommerce,

(p) Public health center A publicly
owned facility utilized by a local health~
unit for the provision of public health
services, including related facilities such
as laboratories, clinics, and administra-
tive offices operated in connection with
public health centers.

(@) Local health wunit. A single
county, city, county-city, or local district
health unit, as well as a State health
district unit where the primary funce
tion of the State district unit is the
direct provision of public health services
to the population under its jurisdiction.

(r) Public health services. Services
provided through organized community
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effort m the endeavor to prevent disease,
prolong life, and maintain a high degree
of physical and mental efficiency. In
addition to the s ces which the com-
munity already provides as a matter of
practice, the term shall include such
additional services as the community
from time to time may deem it desirable
to provide. -

(s) State. The 48 States, Alaska,
Hawaii, Puerto Rico, and the District of
Columbia.

(t) State agency. As the context
may require, either the agency desig-
nated by the State pursuant to section
612 (a) (1) of the Federal Hospital Sur-
vey and Construction Act or the agency
designated to administer the State plan
pursuant to section 623 (a) (1) of the
Federal Act.

(W) Surgeon General. The Surgeon
General of the United States Public
Health Service.

(v) Federal Act. Title VI of the Pub-
lic-Health Service Act, as amended by the
Hospital Survey and Construction Act
(Public Law 725, 79th Congress, 60 Stat.
1042; 42 0. S. C. Supp. 291 (e)) approved

SUBPART B—DISTRIBUTION OF GENERAL
HospITAL BEDS

§ 53.11 Plan of distribution. It is the
intention of the regulations in this part
to provide for distribution of general
hospital beds among the different areas
of the State so as to provide comprehen-
sive and adequate types of hospital serv-
1ces to all sizes of communities. In ac-
cordance with this itent the general
methods by-which general hospital beds
shall be distributed among base aresas,
intermediate areas, and rural areas,
shall be as provided for in §§53.12 to
53.14, inclusive,

§53.12 Inlarimum Siate allowance.
The number of general hospital beds re-
quured to provide adequate hospital serv-
1ces to the people residing in any State
shall be:

(a) In States having 12 or more per-
sons per square mile, 4.5 beds per thou-
sand population;

(b) In States having less than 12 and
more than 6 persons per square mile, 5
beds per thousand population; and

(¢) In States having 6§ persons or less
per square mile, 5.5 beds per thousand
population.

If in any area (base, intermediate, or
rural) as determmed by the State
agency, there are more beds than re-
qured by these standards, such excess
may be elimmmated in calculating the
max mum gallowance for the State as a
whole.

“3¥53.13 Standards for construction
program. The construction program un-
der the State plan shall provide for gen-
eral hospital beds, existing and proposed,
1n each area within the State in accord-
ance with the following standards:

(a) In States having 12 or more per-
sons per square mile, 2.5 beds per thou-
sand population in rural areas, 4.0 beds
per thousand 1n intermediate areas, and
4.5 beds per thousand in base areas;

(b) In States having less than 12 but
more than € persons per square mile, 3
beds -per thousand population in rural
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areas, 4.5 beds per thousand in interme-
diate areas, and 5 bads per thousand in
base areas; and

(¢) In States having 6 or less persons
per square mile, 3.5 beds per thousand
population in rural areas, 5.0 beds per
thousand in intermediate areas, and 5.5
beds per thousand in base areas.

In addition, the State agency shall sub-
tract from the total numher of beds per-
mitted for each area under § 53.12 the
total number of beds permitted for each
area under this section or the number
of beds in existence, whichever is greater.
The total number of beds co determined
for all areas shall be distributed at the
discretion of-the State agency and with-
out regard to standards specified in
§§ 53.12 and 5§3.13. This shall be done in
such a manner as to meet the special
needs of any area and facllitate the co-
ordination of hospital services. In al-
locating beds under this section, the State
Agency shall give special consideratfon
to hospitals serving persons in rural
areas and communities with relativ.eLv
smgll financial resources.

§ 53.14 Beds classified as general hos-
pitat beds. ‘The count of existing gen-
eral hospital beds shall include the beds
in the hospitals of this category as de-
fined above, and also: (a) Beds in allled
special hospitals, and (b) beds in any
tuberculosis, mental, or chronic disease
hospital which are specifically assigned
for the care of general patlents, except
where the beds <o asslgned in any insti-
tion number less than ten. Beds for
persons hospitalized for the primary con-
dition of tuberculosis, mental, or chronic
disease shall be excluded.

SuspART C-—DISTRIBUTION OF ‘TUDERCU-

§53.21 Afazimum Stale cllowance,
The number of beds required to provide
adequate hospital services for tubercu-
lous patients, mental patients, and
chronic disease patients in any State
shall be:

(a) For tuberculous patients, 2.5 times
the average annual deaths from tuber-
culosis in the State over the 5-year pericd
from 1940 to 1944, inclusive;

In in-
stances where the State Health Dapart-
ment is not the State Agency desienated
under section 623 (a) (1) of the Federal
Act, the method of distribution shall b=
determined after consultation with the
State health authority.

SuppART E—PRICRITY OF PROJECTS

§53.41 2Manner _of determwnation.
The general manner 1n which the State
Agency shall determine the priority of
projects Included in the State construe-
tion prozram shall conform with the
principles sef out in this subpart.

§53.42 Balance amonyg categories of
Jacllities., Insofar as practicable, the
State Agency shall develop its consfruc-
tion program in relation to the propor-
tionate need for each of the five cate-
pories of facilities (general, mental, tu-
berculosis, chronic, and health centers)
In determining proportionate needs, con~
slderation shall be given fo existinz fa-
cllities and those under construction
without assistance under the Federal act.

85343 All categories of facitities; ad-
ditional fecilities as* agamnst replace-
ments, Initial installations and addi-
tlons to existing hospitals and hezlth
centers shall be given priorify over re-
placements, excapt:

(2) Where replacement is of minor
character and necessary to the provision
of needed additional facilifies;

(b) Where, in the case of 2 hospifal,
replacement is essential to elimmate an
existing needed hospifal which consti-
tutes a public hazard;

(c) Where, in the case of a public
health center, the State health authority
has certified that the exmisting facility 1s
unsz.utable for use as a public health
center.

§53.44 General hospital cafegory.
The relative priority of these projects
shall be determined after consideration
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of the following factors in the order of
importance as given:

(a) The relative need for beds in the
area (base, intermediate, or rural) in
which the project will be located, taking
into account the utilization of existing
general hospital beds in the area and giv-
Ing special consideration to projects pro-
viding service for persons located in rural
communities and areas with relatively
small financial resources;

(b) The extent to which beds will he
made available for groups of the popula-
tion which by reason of race, creed, or
color are less adequately served than
other groups of the population.

§ 53.45 Chromic diseases category.
Priority shall be given to those projects
in which the chronic disease facilities
will be operated as sub-units of general
hospitals.

§53.46 Public health centers. High-
est priority in thus category shall be given
to the provision of facilities for local
health units serving rural communities
and areas with relatively small financial
resources. Where the agency designated
to administer the State plan is not the
State health authority, the State Agency
shall determine the relative priorities to
be established after consultation with the
State health authority.

§ 53.47 Size and character Insofar
as practicable and without affecting the-
priority of hospitals serving rural com-
munities and areas with relatively small
financial resources, special consideration
shall be given to applications for con-
struction of projects of a size and char-
acter consistent with efficient and eco-
nomical -operation.

SuBPART F-—GENERAL STANDARDS OF CON-
STRUCTION AND EQUIPMENT

§53.51 General. Plans and specifi~
cations for each project submitted to the
Surgeon General for approval under the
Federal Act shall be prepared in accord~
ance with the “General Standards of
Construction and Equpment” for hos-
pitals of different classes and in different
types of lacations as prescribed by the
Surgeon General set forth in Appendix
A to this part. The Surgeon General
may approve plans and specifications
which contain deviations from the re-
quirements prescribed, if he 1s satisfied~
that the purposes of such requrements
have been fulfilled. h

The design and construction covered
by the plans and specifications must con-
form with the applicable State and local,
-laws, codes, and ordinances and with the
approved State plan; The plans and
specifications must be complete and ade-
quate for contract purposes and have
the approval and recommendation of the
State Agency.

Equpment shall be provided in the
kind and to the extent necessary for the
proper functioning of the facility as
planned.

§ 53.52 Size of mental and psychuatric
Twospitals. No application for construe-
tion of a psychiatric hospital with a ca-
pacity of more than 500 heds or of a
mental hospital with a capacity of more
than 3,000 beds shall be approved. This
requirement shall not bhe construed to
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prevent approval of applications for im-
provements of psychiatric and mental
hospitals with bed capacities equal to or
greater than those specified above, if
such improvements are designed to pro-
vide more intensive treatment facilities
within such hospitals.

§ 53.563 Size of tuberculosis hospitals.
No application for construction of a
tuberculosis hospital with a capacity of
less than 100 beds shall be approved, ex-
cept that an application for construction
of a tuberculosis hospital with a capacity
from 50.to 100 beds may be approved
where necessayy to provade facilities for
an 1solated area too small to support a
larger hospital.

SuBPART G — NON-DISCRIMINATION AND
HOSPITAL SERVICES FOR PERSONS UNABLE
'To Pay 'THEREFOR

§ 53.61 General. The State plan shall
provide for adeguate hospital facilities
for the people residing mn a State without
discrimination on account of race, creed,
or color and shall provide for adequate
hospital faeilities for persons unable to

Dpay therefor.

§53.62 Nomn-discrimination. Before
a construction application is recom-
mended by a State Agency for approval,
the State Agency shall obtain assurance
from the applicant that the facilities to
be built with aid under the act will be
made available without discrimination
on account of race, creed, or color to all
persons residing 1n the area to be served
by that hospital. However, in any area
where separate hospital facilities are
provided for separate population groups,
the State Agency may waive the require-
ment of assurance from the construction
applicant if (a) it finds that the plan
otherwise makes equitable provision on
the basis of need for facilities and serv-
ices of like quality for each such popula-
tion group in the area, and (b) such find-
ing 1s subsequently approved by the Sur-
geon General. Facilities provided under
the Federal Act will be considered as
making equitable provision for separate
population groups when the facilities to
be built for the group less well provaded
for hertofore are equal to the propor-
tion of such group in the total popula-
tion of the area, except that the State
plan shall not program facilities for a
separate population group for construc-
tion beyond the level of adequacy for
such group.

§ 53.63 Hospital services for persons
unable to pay therefor. Before a con-
struction application 1s recommended by
a State Agency for approval, the State
Agency shall obtain assurance that the
applicant will furmish a reasonable vol-
ume of free patient care. As used in
this section, “free patient care” means
hospital service offered below cost or
free to persons unable tp pay therefor,
including under “persons unable to pay
therefor,” both the legally indigent and
persons who are otherwise self-support-

.mg but are unable to pay the full cost

of needed hospital care. Such care may
be paid for wholly or partly out of public
funds or contributions of individuals and
private and charitable organizations
such as community chests or may be con-

tributed at the expense of the hospltal
itself. In determining what constitutes
a reasonable volume of free patient care,
there shall be considered conditions in
the ares to be served by the applicant,
mcluding the amount of free care that
may be available otherwise than through
the applicant. The requirement of as-
surance from the applicant may be
waived if the applicant demonstrates to
the satisfaction of the State Agency,
subject to subsequent approval by the
Surgeon General, that furnishing such
fr;izl patient care is not feasible finan-
crally.

SuBPART H—METHODS OF ADMINISTRATION
OF THE STATE PLAN

§53.71 General. The State plan shall
provide for genekal methods of adminis«
tration which are in accord with the
prineiples set out in §§53.72 to 53.78.
inclusive.

§53.12 Construction program. 'The
State hospital construction program
shall be developed iIn the following
manner* °

(2) The State Agency shall determine
need for hospital facilities of all types
and health center facilities by applying
the ratios heretofore specified and de-
ducting existing facilities, except those
Justifying replacement under priority
regulations.

(b) The State Agency shall determine
through field investigation, and other-
wise, the approximate locations within
each area at which needed beds or
health centers should most appropriately
be built.

(c) After having determined hospital
and public health center needs, the State
Agency shall establish an overall con-
struction program. This program shall
set forth all such needs in accordance
with the standards specified in §§ 53.12,
53.21, and 53.31 and shall show the rela-
tive need for each project included, ir-
respective of the availability of funds for
construction and for maintengnce and
operation.

(d) The State Agency shall, from time
to time as necessary, but at least an-
nually, review the overall hospital con-
struction program. Annually, at o time
fixed by the Surgeon General, the Agency
shall submit to him a report, which chall
contain such revisions of the construc-
tion program, as the Agency considers
necessary. i

(e) The State Agency shall establish
a separate construction schedule on such
forms and for such periods as the Sur-
geon General may prescribe. Insofar as
funds are available for, construction and
for maintenance and operation, con-
struction shall be scheduled in the order
of relative need. 2

§53.13 Persannel adminisiration. A
system of personnel administration on
a merit basis shall be. established and
maintained with respect to the personnel
employed 1n the administration of the
State plan. Such a system shall include
provision for*

(a) Impartial adminfstration of the
merit system;

(b) Operation on the basis of pub-
lished rules or regulations;
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(c) Classification of all positions on
the basis of duties and responsibilities
and establishment of qualifications nec-
essary for the satisfactory performance
of such duties and responsibilities;

(d) Establishment of compensation
schedules adjusted to the responsibility
and difficulty of the work;

(e) Selection of permanent appomntees
on the basis of examinations so con-
structed as to provide a genune test of
qualifications and so conducted as to
afford all qualified applicants opportu-
nity to compete;

(f) Advancement on the basis of ca-
pacity and meritorious service; and

(g) Tenure of permanent employees.

Substantial compliance with the merit
system policies of the Public Health Serv-
ice as set forth in Appendix B will be
deemed to meet the requirements of the
regulations in this part.

§53.74 Fawr hearitngs. The State
Agency shall establish such rules and
regulations as will provide an opportu-
nity for an appeal to and a fair hearing
before the State Agency to every appli-
cant for a construction project who is
dissatisfied with any action of the State
Agency regarding th.,s application.

§ 53.75 Construction standards. The
State Agency shall adopt general stand-
ards of construction and equpment for
the various types of hospitals and health
centers assisted under this program.
The standards adopted shall not be less
than the general standards prescribed by
the Surgeon General and set forth in
Appendix A to this part.

§ 53.16 Publicizing the State plan. (a)
Prior to submussion of the State plan to
the Surgeon General, the State Agency
shdll publish a general description of the
provisions proposed to be included in the
State plan and shall give reasonable
notice of g public hearing at which all
mnterested persons or orgamzations will
be given an opportunity to be heard.

(b) After the Surgeon General has
approved the State plan, the State
Agency shall publish a general descrip-
tion of ifs provisions in newspapers hav-
mg general circulation throughout the
State and shall make the approved State
plan gvailable for examination, upon re-
quest, to all interested persons or organi-
zations.

§ 53.77 Processing construction appli-
cations—(a) Form of application. Con-
struction applications, including a de-
tailed estimate of the cost of the proj-
ech, shall be submitted to the Surgeon
General through the State Agency and
shall be execufed on forms prescribed
by the Surgeon General.

(b) Order of processing applications.
The State Agency shall process applica-
tions received in the order of priority,
except that the State Agency may ap-
vrove, recommend and forward to the
Surgeon General applications out of the
order of priority if:

(1) The State Agency has afforded
reasonable opportunity for development
and presentation of projects in the or-
der of priority, and
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(2) If the State Agency certifies to the
Surgeon General that financial resources
for the construction, maintenance and

-operation of projects of higher priority

are not then available,

The priority of a project under the
State plan shall not be affected by the
fact that other projects of lower priority
have previously been approved and rec-
ommended by the State Agency.

(c) Assurances from applicant. In ad-
dition to assurance otherwlse required
by the State Agency, before approving an
application, the State Agency must have
assurance from the applicant:

(1) That actual construction work will
be performed by the lump sum (fixed
price) contract method, that adequate
methods of obtaining competitive bid-
ding will be or have been’ employed prior
to awarding the construction contract,
either by public advertising or circulariz-
ing three or more hidders, and that the
award of the contract will be or has been
made to the responsible bldder submit-
ting the lowest acceptable bid;

(2) That the construction contracts
will prescribe the minimum rates of pay
for laborers and mechanics engaged in
construction of the project as deter-
mined by the Secretary of Labor and that
such' minimum rates will be stated in
the specifications advertized in the call
for bids on the proposed proiect;

(3) That the requirement that each
contractor or subcontractor shall furnish
& weekly sworn afildavit with respect to
the wages paid each employee during the
preceding week, as required by 48 Stat.
948 (40 T. 8. C. 276 (b) and 276 (¢)),
and the regulations issued pursuant
thereto, will be incorporated in the proj-
ect specifications and made a part of the
construction contract;

(4) That the project will not be adver-
tised or placed on the market for bidding
until the final working drawings and
specifications have been approved by the
Surgeon General and the applicant has
been so notified;

(5) That no construction contract or
contracts for the project or a part there-
of, the cost of which is in excess of the
estimated cost approved in the applica-
tion for that portion of the work covered
by the plans and specifications, will be
entered into without the prior approval
of the Surgeon General;

(6) That the construction contract
will require the contractor to furnish
performance and payment bonds, the
amount of which shall each be in an
amount not less than fifty percentum
(50¢2) of the contract price, and to
maintain during the life of the contract
adequate fire, workmen'’s compensation,
public labllity and property damage in-
surance;

(7) That any change or changes in
the contract which (I) makes any major
alteration in the work required by the
plans and specifications, or (i) ralses the
total contract price over the approved
estimate of cost of the work covered by
the plans and specifications will be sub-
mitted to the Surpeon General for prior
approval;

(8) That the construction contract
will provide that the Surgeon General,
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the State Arency and their representa-
tives will have access at all times to the
work: wherever it is in preparation or
progress and that the contractor will
provide proper facllities for such access
and inspection;

(9) That the applicant will provids
and maintain compstent and adequate
architectura) or engineering supervision
and inspection at the project fo insure
that the completed work conforms with
th% approved plans and specifications;
an

(10) That the hospifal, when com-
pleted, will be operated and maintamned
in accordance with minimum standards
preseribed by the State Agency for the
maintenance and operation of hospitals
alded under the Federal act.

Provided: That the State Agency,
with the prior approval of the Surgeon
General, may waive technical compliance
with any of the requirements of this
paragraph except subparagraph (1) if
it finds that the purpose of such require~
ment has baen fulfiled.

(d) Certification to the Surgeon Gen-
ergl. After the State Azency has an-
proved o construction application, i
shall recommend it to the Surgeon Gen-
eral for approval and shall certify-

(1) That the application contains rea-
sonable assurance as to title, payment
of prevailing rates of wages, and finan-
clal support for the non-Federal share
of the cost of construction and the en-
tire cost of mainfenance and operation
when completed;

() Availability of funds for the non-
Federal share of construction costs shall
mean (g) funds immediately available,
placed in escrow, or acceptably pledged,
or (b) funds or fund sources specifically
earmarked in a sum sufficient for that
purpose or {¢) other assurances accept-
able to the Surgeon General.

(il) To assure the availability of funds
for maintenance and opsaration, the ap~
plication for the construction of a new
project must include a proposed oper-
ating budget, on 2 form prescribad by
the Surgeon General, for the two year
period immediately follovhng its com-
pletion. In the case of an addifiontoan
existing facllity, the application must
include a statement showmg that funds
are or will be available to meef the dif-
ference between proposed expenditurss
and anticipated income from the opara-
tion of the constructed addition for the
two year period immediately follotnng
its completion.

(2) That the plans and specifications
are in accord with Appendix A,

(3) That the application is in con-
formity with the State plan approved by
the Surgeon General and confains an
assurance that the applicant will con-
form to the applicable requirements of
the plan;

(4) That the application contains an
assurance that the applicant will con-
form to the requirements of §§53.61,
53.62, and 53.6€3 rezarding the provision
of facliities without discrimmation on
account of race, creed, or color, and for
furnishing needed hospital facilities for
persons unable to pay therefor;
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(5) That the application contains an
assurance that the applicant will con-
form to State standards for operation
and maintenance and to all applicable
State laws and State and local codes,
regulations, and ordinances;

(6) That the application is entitled to
priority over other projects within the
State and that in meking this determi-
nation the State agency has complied
with paragraph (b) of this section; and

(7) That the State Agency has ap-
proved the application.

(e) Amendments to application. An
amendment to any application approved
by the Surgeon General shall be proc-
essed in the same manner as an original
application, except that the original ap-~
plication’s conformity with priority regu~
1ations shall sufiice for the amendment.
Minor changes not provided for under
paragraph (¢) (7) of this section are not
considered amendments.

§53.78 Requests for construction
payments—(a) Certification by State
Agency. The State Agency \sha.ll certify
to the Surgeon General the’ amount of
payments due to an applicant for the
cost of work performed and materials
and equipment furmished.

Requests for payment under the con-
struction contract shall be submitted in
each of three stages, as follows:

(1) The first instaliment when not
less than 25 percent of the work of con-
struction of the building has been com-~
pleted,

(2) The second installment when the
meehanical work has been substantially
roughed in, and

(3) The third installment when work
under the construction contract is com-
pleted and final inspection made.

Requests for payment of the Federal
share of other allowable costs such as
architect’s fee, inspection cost, and cost
of equipment shall be included 1n re-
quests for payments made at one or more
of the stages indicated in this paragraph.

All costs that have not been deter-
mined at the time the third payment for
work performed under the construction
contract 1s requested shall form the basis
of a request for final payment of the
Federal share of the entire project.

With the consent of the Surgeon Gen-
eral, the State Agency may adopt a dif-
ferent schedule of payments, but in no
case shall such payments be less frequent
than those scheduled in this paragraph.

(b) Inspection by Silate Agency. As
a basis for certification by the State
Agency fhat payment of an installment
is due an applicant, the State Agency,
without expense to the Federal gov-
ernment, shall make adequate inspec-
tions to determine that the work has
been performed upon a project, or pur-
chases have been made, in accordance
E{ith the approved plans and specifica~

ons.

§53.19 Fiscal and accounting require-
ments— (a) Construction allotments.
‘The State Agency shall be responsible for
establishing and maintaining accounts
and fiscal controls of all Federal
and State funds allotted for con-
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struction projects. Federal and State
funds shall be separately identified by
maintaimng separate fund accounts for
this purpose.

The fiscal records shall be so designed
as to show at any given time the Federal
funds allotted, encumbered, and unen-
cumbered balances. If State contribu-
tions are made for construction, sep-
arate accounts, reflecting similar infor-
mation, shall be maintamned for State
funds.

(b) Construction payments. Where
the State may receive Federal funds for
applicants for construction project
grants, or the State itself is an appli-
cant, adequate_records of account and
fiscal conirols shall be established and
maintained by the State to assure proper
accounting of all funds received-and dis-
bursed. Similar suitable a¢counts shall
be maintained to show the receipt and
disbursement of State, local or other
funds used for matching purposes.

The State Agency shall reguire that
applicants receiving Federal funds es-
tablish and maintein adequate account-
mg and fiscal records to reflect the re-
ceipt and expenditure of funds allotted
and paid for construction projects. Sep-
arate accounts by source shall be main-
tained of all funds received for construc-
tion projects. These records shall be
maintained regardless of whether Fed-
eral funds are received through the State
Agency or directly from the Federal gov-
ernment.

The States which by law are author-
ized to make payments to applicants shall
promptly pay such applicants funds cer-
tified for payment by the Surgeon Gen-
eral for approved construction projects.

1. Introduction. The standards set forth
herein have been established by the Surgeon
General of The U. 8. Public Health Service
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as required by the Hospital Survey and Con~
struction Act. These standards constitute
minimum requirements for construction and
equipment and shall apply to all projects
for which Federal assistance is requested
under the act. They are conslidered neces-
sary to insure properly planned and well
constructed hospitals and public health cen-
ters which can be maintained and officlently
operated to furnish adequate services.

Throughout these General Standards refe
erence is made to certain sfzes of hospitals
such as, “up to and including 100 beds”,
“over 100 beds”, etc. These referonces aro
not meant to be applied strictly. Thoy indi«
cate the approximate sizes at which certaln
changes in requirements will ocour,

It should be particularly noted that the
small hospital of 50 beds or under presents
a special problem. The size of the varlous
departments will be generally smaller and
will depend upon the requirements of theo
particular hospital. Some of the functions
allotted separate spaces or rooms in theso
General Standards may be combined pro-
vided that the resulting plan will not com«
promise the best standards of medical and
nwsing practice. In other respects tho
General Standards set forth hereln, includ-
ing the area requirements, will apply.

In the case of types of hospitals not spe-
cifically treated herein the Standards for
General Hospitals will apply. Due allowance
will be made for the speclalized or uhusual
requirements of the particular hospital
involved.

Since these are minimum requirements it
18 desirable only that they form & basis for
development of higher standards, I the
interest of promoting the development of
higher standards 1t 15 the intention of the
Public Health Service to make suggestions
and disseminate the latest information sas to
current good practice in planning and design
of health facilities. This information will be
distributed from time to time to State Agen«
cles and other Interested persons.

No attempt has been made in establishing
theze standards to comply with all of the
various State and local codes and regulations,
However, strict compliance with all appli-
cable State and local codes and regulations
is required. Likewise, compliance 13 reguired
with minimum standards of construction
and equipment promulgated by the Stato
Agency where such requirements provide &
higher standard than these Federal require-
ments.

II. Site survey and sofl {nvestigation. 1,
The applicant shall provide for & survey nnd
soll investigation of the site and furnish a
plat of the site. The purpose of this survey
and soil Investigation 1s to obtain all infor-
mation necessary for the design of the build«
ing foundations and mechanical service con~
nections and development, of the site. It i
suggested that this matter bo deferred until
the Architect has been selected in order that
he may co-operate with the Engincer who
obtains the data.

2. If any existlng structures or improvo-
ments on the site are to be removed by the
owners or others, the bulldings or improve~
ments must be so designated on the plat,

3. Any discrepancies between the Survey
and the recorded legal description shall be
reconciled or explained.

4. The plat shall indicate:

(a) The courses and distances of property
lines.

(b) Dimenslons andlocation of any bulld
ings, structures, easements, rights-of-woy or
encroachments on the site,

(c) Dotalls of party wealls, or walls and
foundations adjacent to the lot lines.

(d) The position, dimensions and elova-
tlons of all cellars, excavations, wells, backs
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filled areas, efc.,, and the elevation of any
water therein,

(e) Al trees which may be affected by tho
‘building operations.

(f) Detailed information relative to estabe
lished curb and building lines and street,
alley, sidewalk and curb grades at or adja-
cent to the site and the materials of which
they are constructed.

(g) Al utility services and the size, char-
acteristics, ete., of these services.

(h) The location of all piping, mains,
sewers, poles, wires, hydrants, manholes, etc.,
upon, over or under the site or adjacent to
the site if within the limits of the survey.

(1) Complete information as to the dis-
posal of sanitary, storm water and subsoil
drainage and suitability of subsoil for rain-
water or sanitary disposal purposes if dry
wells are used.

(j) Official datum upon which elevations
are based and & bench mark established on
or adjacent to the site,

(k) Contours on elevations taken at 20 feet
Intervals, changes in slope, ete., over that
portion of the site to be developed.

(1) Elevations of contours, bottoms of ex-
cavations, ete.

(m) Contemplated date and description of
any proposed improvements to approaches or
utilities adjacent to the site.

5. The plat shall bear a certification by the
City Engineer or other qualified ofiicial, that
the true street lines and the offlcially estab-
lished grades of curbs, sidewalks and sewers

are correctly given.
6. Adequate investigation shall be made to
de e the sub-soll conditions. The in-

vestigations shall include a suficlent number
of test pits or test borings as will determine,
in the judgment of the Architect, the true
conditions, -

7. Samples of strata of soll or rock taken
in each pit or boring shall be retained in
hermetically sealed cans. Each sample can
shall be identified as to the boring and eleva-
tions at which taken and the labels initinled
by the Engineer making the soil investiga-
tion. -

8. The following informatlon shall be
noted on the plat:

(a) ‘Thickness, consistency, character and
estimated safe bearing value of the varlous
strata encountered in each pit or boring,

(b) Amount and elevation of ground water
encountered in each pit or boring, its prob-
able variation with the seasons and effect on
the subsoil.

{c) The elevation of rock, if known and
the probability of encountering quicksand.

(d) Average depth of frgst effect below
surface of ground.

(e) High and low water levels of nearby
bodies of water affecting the ground water
level.

{f) The probability of freshets overrun-
ning the site,

(g) Whether the soll contains alkall In
sufiicient quantities to affect concrete
foundation.

(h) The elevation and location of the top
of workings relative to the site, if the site is
underlaid with mines, or old workings are
located in the vicinity.

(1) Whether the site is subject to mineral
rights which have not been developed.

I, General design and construction
standards—(A) Site. The site of any hos-
pital should be reasonably accessible to the
center of community activities. Public trans-
portation should be available within a rea-
sonable distance, especially if an outpatient
service is to be maintained,

Hospitals should be located In relation to
the center of population, close to where pa-
tients live and where competent special med-
jcal and surgical consultation is readlly
available and where employees can be re-
cruited and retalned.

The site should nof be near insect breed-
ing areas, noise or other nuisance preduscing
industrial developments; airports, railways
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or highways produclng nolte or alr pollu-
tion, or near pennl or othcr obfecctionabls
institutions or ncar o cometory.

Adequate roads and walks chall ba pro-
vided within the lot lines to the main en-
trance, ambulance entrance and corvice en-
trance,

The gaces chall ke carrled to a polnt chove
the roof ¢f the hospltal.

Tests. Tho cycstems chall bz tested to
demongtrate ta the catisfactlon of the State
aeZencles having juricdiction that: Th2 bofl-
ero will earry th2 full load with one bailer
in reccrve, that the steom supply to all
steam heated equipment is ample, thet the
ventllating equipment meets the minimum
rcquirements ond that all systems circulate
catizfactorily without leaks or nolza.

Health centers, nurses’ residences and lob-
cratories. High preccure steam and o spare
baller, will not b2 required for o Health
Conter, Nurces' Becldences, and Lbkoratory
bullding. Incinerators are not mandatory
but are recommended in Heolth Centers,
Lahoratorles and Nurces® Resldences, -

Ecparate cpeelal ventilation or air-condl-
tioning cystems are rcquired for tha bacte-
riolozical and virus laboratories.

ffental hospltels. Reodiaters, grilles, pipes,
yalves and equipment chall be so located that
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they are not accessible to patients. Hot alr
heating may be used for spaces occupied by
mental patients,

2. Plumbing and drainage. All parts of
the plumbing systems shall comply with all
applicable local and State codes and the
requirements of the State Department of
Health and the minimum general standards
as set forth hereln. Where no State or local
codes are in force or where such codes do
not-cover special hospital equipment, ap-
pliances, and water piping, the National Bu-
reau of Standards Plumbing Manual BMS
66 shall apply.

Water service. The water supply available
for the hospital shall be tested and ap-
proved by the State Department of Heaith,

The water service shall be brought into
the building to comply with the requirements
of the local water department and shall be
free of cross connectionss

Hot water heaters and tanks. The hot
water heating equipment shall have suffi-
clent capacity to supply 6 gallons of water
at 150° ¥, per hour per bed for hospital fix-
tures, and 8 gallons at 180° F, per hour per
bed for the laundry and kitchen,

The hot water storage tank or_tanks shall
have a capaclty equal to 80% of the heater
capacity.

Where direct fired hot water heaters are
used they shall be of an approved high
pressure cast iron type. Submerged steam

oheating coils shall be of copper. Storage
tanks shall be of non-corrosive metal or be
lined with non-corrosive material to com-
ply with the A. 8. M, E. Code for pressure
vessels. Tanks and heaters shall be fitted
with vacuum and rellef valves, and where
the water s heated by coal or gas they shail
have thermostatic relief valves, Heaters
shall be thermostatically controlled.

Water supply systems. From the cold
water service and hot water tanks, cold water
and hot water mains and branches shall be
run to supply all plumbing fixtures and
equipment which require hot /or cold water
or both for their operation. Pipes shall be
sized to supply water to all fixtures with a
minfmum pressuré of 16 pounds at the top
floor fixtures during maxzimum demand pe-
riods. All plumbing fixtures except water
closets, urinals, bedpan washers and drinking
fountains shall have both hot and cold water
supplies. Every supply outlet or connection
to a fixture or appliance shall be protected
against back fiow in accordance with the pro-
visions of standards for alr gaps and back-
flow preventors as provided by plumbing
Standards ASA-A40.4 and A40.6. YWherever
the usage of fixture or appliance will permit,
water supplfed to all fixbures, open tanks
and equipment, shall be introduced through
a suitable afr gap between the water supply
and the flood level of the fixture, No con-
nections shall be made which will permit,
back-flow,

Hot water circulating mains and risers
shall be run from the hot water storage tank
to a point directly below the highest fixture
af the end of each branch main.. Where
the building is higher than 3 stories, each
riser shall be circulated. Water pipe sizes
shall be equal to those prescribed by the
National Bureau of Standards Report BMS
66,

Drainage system. All fixtures and equip-
ment shall be connected through traps to
soll and waste piping and to the sewer. Ine-
direct wastes pipes shall be installed in waste
connections as required by BMS 66. Ail
drainage and vent systems shall be designed
and installed in accordance with the City
and State Codes and the Plumbing Manual
BMS 66 of the National Bureau of Standards
where a clity or State code is not in force.

Rain water drains. Leaders shall be pro-
vided to drain the water from roof areas to
& point from which 1t cannot fiow into the-
basement or areas around the bullding.
Courts, yards,.and drives which do not have
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natural dralnage from the _bullding shall
have catch basins and drains to low ground,
storm water system, or dry wells. Where dry
wells are used they shall be located at least
20'0" from the bullding.

Gas piping. Cas appliances shall be ap-
proved by the American Gas Assoclation and
shall be connected in accordance with the
requirements of the company furnishing the
.gas. -

Oxygen piping, outlefs and .manifolds
where used shall be installed in accordance
with the requirements of the company which
will furnish the gas.

Pipe. The building drain, to a point 50’/
from the bullding, shall be of cast fron. Soil
stacks, drains, vents, waste lines, and leaders
shall be of cast fron or steel except drain
lines in back-fill or sofl shall be of cast iron.
Oxygen lines shall be of copper tubing not
lighter than type “L"” or I. P.-S. red brass with
fittings of brass or copper. Drains from
sinks,which use chemicals shall be of ap-
proved acld resistant metal. Gas piping
shall be of black iron with malleable fittings
or copper tubing.

Valves. Each main, branch main, riser and
branch to a group of fixtures of the water
systems shall be valved,

Insulation. Tanks and heaters shall be
insulated with covering equal to 1’* 4-ply air
cell,

Hot water and circulating pipes shall be
insulated with covering equal to canvas
Jacketed 3-ply asbestos air cell.

Cold water mains in occuplied spaces and
in store rooms shall be insulated with can-
vas jacketed felt covering to prevent con-
densation. Al pipes in outside walls shall
also be insulated to prevent freezing.

Stand pipe system. The stand pipe system -
shall be Installed as required by the local
and State departments having jurisdiction
and the National Board of Fire Underwriters,
To reduce the danger from fire it Is desirable
to provide automatic sprinkler systems in
store rooms, kitchens, basement corridors
and in spaces where personnel' is not con-.
tinuously employed, and also .throughou
non-fireproof buildings. '

Plumbing fixtures. The material used for
plumbing fixtures shall be of an approved
~non-absorptive acid resistiiig material.

Water closets in and adjoining patients’
areas shall be of a quiet operating type.

Flush valves shall have non-return stops
and an acceptable back-flow preventer.
Flush valves in rooms adjoining patients’
rooms shall be destgned for quiet operation
with quiet acting stops.

Faucet spouts shall have the discharge
opening above the rim of the fixture. Goose
neck spouts shall be-used for patients’ lava-
tories, nurses’ lavatories and sinks which
may be used for fillihg pitchers. Knee or
elbow action faucets shall be used for doc-
tors’ wash-up, utility and clinic sinks and
In“treatment rooms. Elbow or wrist action
spade handle controls shall be used on other
lavatories and sinks wused by ddctors or
nurses. Drinking fountains, where used,
shall comply with the A. S. A, Std. Z4.2-
1942,

Tests. All soil, waste, vents and drain
lines shall be tested by water or air test
before they are built in.

A smoke or chemical test shall be applied
after fixtures have been set. Water pipe
shall be hydraulically tested to a pressure
equal to twice the working pressure. The
tests shall demonstrate to the satisfaction
of the State Agency, that there are no leaks,
that hot water mains and risers are circu-
lating, that all traps are properly vented,
that there is ample.supply of hot and cold
water to all fixtures, that no fixture or equip-
ment can be back syphoned and that there
are no back-flow connections,

Sterilizers. Sterllizers and autoclaves
shall be provided of the required types and
necessary capacity to adequately sterilize

instruments, utensils, dressings, wator, op«
erating room material, such as glovey,
sutures, etc,, and as required for labora-
torles. The sterilizers shall bo of recognizec
hospital types with approved controls and
safety features.

Mental, Psychiatric and T B. hospitals,
Plumbing fixtures which require hot water
and which are accessible to mental pattonts
shall be supplied with water which {s thor«
mostatically controlled to provide s maxl-
mum water temperature of 110° F. at the
fixture,

Speclal consideration shall be given to
piping, controls and fittings of plumbing fix-
tures as required by the types of montal
patient and the doctor in charge of planning,
No pipes or traps shall be exposed and fix-
tures shall be substantially bolted through
walls. Generally, for disturbed patients
prison type water closets without seats shail
be used and shower and bath controls shall
not be accesstble to patients.

The hot water heat and tank capacities for
laundries in T. B. and mental hospitals may
be reduced to 40% of that required for gen«
eral hospitals,

Laboratories, nurses residences and health
centers. Emergency quick acting cold wator
showers are required at convenient polnts in
chemical laboratories,

Only one system of hot water will be ro«
quired in laboratories, nurses residonces anad
health centers and the elbow or kneo netion
lavatory and sink faucet handles will ho ro-
quired only~in clinical rooms of health
centers,

8. Electrical installations—Codes and rey-
ulatidns. The installation of olectricnl work
and equipment shall comply with all local
and State codes and laws applicable to elege ©
trical installations and the minimum gone
eral standards ss set forth horein, Whero
such codes and laws are not in eoffect or
where they do not cover special installations
the Natlonal Electrical Code shall apply,
The regulations of the local utility company
shall govern service connections, AN mate«
rials shall be new and shall equal standards
established by the Underwriters Laboratoe
ries, Ine. Certificates of approval shall bo
issued by these departments having juriye
dictioni before the work will be approved for
final payment,

Service. Connectlons from the service
mains, with meter connections and service
switches shall be installed as required by the
Public’Service Company.

Feeders and circuits. Separato power and
light feeders shall be run from the service to
a main switchboard and from there sub-food«
ers shall be provided to the motors and power
and light distributing pancls. Where there
is only one service feeder, separato power and
light feeders from the service entrance to the'
switchboard will not be required. From tho
power panels, feeders shall be provided for
large motors, and circuits from the light
panels shall be run to the lighting outlots.
Large heating elements shall be supplied by
separate feeders from the Power or Light
Service as directed by the local Public Servico
Company. Independent feeders shall bo fur-
nished for X-ray equipment.

Switchboard and power panels. Clroult
breakers or dead front type fused switches
shall be installed to protect all feeders and
sub-feeders. Motors shall be connected with
breakers or fusedeswitches,

Light panels. Light panels shall be pro-

‘vided on each floor for the lighting circulty
on that floor. Light panels shall be located
nedr the load centers not more than 100'0”
from the farthest outlet. Recoptacles for
special equipment shall bo of a heavy duty
type on separate circults.

Lighting outlets, receptacles and sudtehes.
All occupled areas shall be adequately lighted
as required by dutles performed in the space.
Patlents’ bedrooms shall have as a minimum
general llumination, a bracket or receptacle
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for each bed, a duplex receptacle for each two
beds for doctor’s examination, and a night
light, The outlets for general ilumination
and night lights shall be switched at the
door. Switches in patients’ rooms chall be
of an approved mercury or equal, quiet op-
erating type, or shall be placed in the corri-
-dor. Operating and delivery rooms shall be
provided with special lights for the*tables
each on an independent circuit and for gen-
eral filumination. Not less than three
3-point grounded explosion preof receptacles
shall be provided in each rcom. Each oper-
fiting room shzall have & film-viewing box of
an explosion-proof type. Grounding shall
be provided for fleors in the operating, anes-
thesia, and delivery sections.

Emergency lHghting. Emergency lighting
shall be provided for exits, stairs, and patient
corridors which shall be supplied by an emer-
gency service, an automatic emergency gen-
erator or battery with automatic switch.
Cperating and delivery room lights shall be
céanected with an automatic transfer switch

__which will throw the circuits to the emer-
gency service in case of current failure,
Should an emergency service from the strect
be used it shall be from a generating plant
Independent of that used for the main elec-
tric service.

Nurses’ call. Each patient shall be fur-
mished with a nurses’ call station which will
register a call from the patient; at the cor-
ridor door, at the nurses' station, and in each
pantry and utility room of the nursing unit,
A duplex unit may be used for 2 patients.
Indicating lights shall be provided at each
station where there are more than two beds
in a room. Nurses’ call stations will not be
required for beds which -are used only for
children or for ambulant patients in a
Chronic Disease Hospital. Rooms used for
children and nurseries shall have one emer-
gency call ezch for use of the nurse. Wiring
for nurses’ call systems shall be Installed in
conduit.

Lighting fiztures. Lighting fixtures shall
be furnished for all lighting outlets, They
shell be of a type suitable for the space.
Should ceiling lights be used in patients’
rooms, they shall be of a type which does not
shine in the patients’ eyes.

Tests. Lighting fixtures, all wiring and
equipment shall be tested to show that it is
free from grounds, shorfs or open circuits.

Health centers, nurses’ vesidences and lab-
oratories. Emergency lighting and call sys-
tems wiil not be required in health centers,
nurses¥residences and laboratorles except as
provided for by local and State codes.

Mental hospitals. No lghting fixtures,
switches, receptacles or electrical equipment
shall be accessible to mental patients,

Nurses’ call systems will not be required in
areas occupled by mental patients.

4, Elerators and dumbuaiters—Codes. ‘The
elevator installations shall comply with all
local and State Codes, American Standard
Safety Code for Elevators, the National Board
of Fire Underwriters, the Natlonal Electric
Codes, and the minimum general standards
as set forth herein.

Number of cars. Any hospitel with patients
on one or more fdoors above the first or where
the operating or delivery rooms are above the
first floor shall have at least one electric
motor driven elevator. Hospitals with a bed
capacity of from 60 to 200 above the first floor
shall have not less than two elevators. Hos-
pitals with a bed capacity of from 200 to 350
above the first foor shall have fiot less than
3 elevators, two passenger and one service,
A larger number may be requiréd by the hos-
pital plan, a large visitors’ trafiic and food
distribution.

Elevators with a rise of more than 6 storfes
require special consideration.

Cab. Cabs shall be constructed with fire-
proof material. Passenger cab platforms
shall be not less than 5 4’ x 8' 0" with a
capacity of 3,500 pounds, Service elevators
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A
shall be of sufiicient cizo to recelve a stroteher
wiith patlent.

Cab and shott doors choll b not 1e23 than
3* 10" clear cpening.

Controls, Ilevaters, for which cpcrators
will not be cmployed, chall have cutomatis
push-button control, cignal control er dual
control for uce with or without operator.
Where two puch-button clevators are located
together and where one cuch elovator corves
more than three floors and baccment, they
chall have collectlvo or gignal control.
Where the car hes o specd of more than
100’ 0" pcr minute cr hics o rlce of four or
more fleors, the elcvator chall be cquippcd
with automatic celf-leveling contrel which
will automatically bring the car platform
level with the landing with no load er full
lozd. Rrultivoltage or varlable voltage ma-
chines shall ba uced where speecds aro greater
than 150' 0" per minute, Loy spocds abave
350 0' per minute, the clevators chall ba of
the gearle=s type.

Dumbuaiters, Dumbtralter cabs shall b2
not’lecs than 24' 1 24" x 36" of ctedl with
one chelf to operate at cpecd of [0 to 109°
per minute when canying a lo2d of 160
pounds, Dumbryraiters corving bocement and
four floors shall have o minimum cpccd of
100’ 0

Tests. Elevater machines chall he tested
for speed and lead with ond witheut loads
fn both directions and chall ba given over-
speed tests os covired by the “Safety Code
-for Elevators.”

§. Refrigeration—Codes. ‘The refriZerators
and refrigerating cyctems chall ba furnished
and installed to meet all requircments of the
local and Btate Codes and regulations, the
Nntional Board of Fire Underviriters, and the
minimum general standards o3 cet forth
hereln,

This cectfon shall include portable refriz-
erators, bullt-in refrigerators, gorbage refrig-
eration, fce-making and refrigerator cquip-
ment, morgue boxes.

Box construction. Bozes chall ba insu-
Iated with waterprosf, nenoblorbent, ver-
minprecof insulation, For the Fportable
boxes, the fnsulation in tho doors and walls
shall be equal to 2' cork, Outcr walls and
doors of the walk-in boxcs chall have insula-
tion equal to 4'* cork. Bozes chall ba lined
with nonabsorbent canitary material which
will withctand the heavy usa to which it will
be subjected and constructed co s to ba
easlly cleaned.

Refrigerators of ndequate capaelty chall te

=provided in all kitchens and cther prepara-
tion centers, where perichable focds will be
ctored. -

In the main kitchen, a-minimum of tvo
separate cections or boxes chall ba provided,
one for meats and dalry preducts, and one
for general storage.

Refrigerator machines, Toxle, “Irritant”
or inflammable refrigcrants chell not be uced
inr tor machines lecated in bulldings
cccupied by patients.

The compreocors and evaporaters chall
have sufilclent cppacity to maintain tempera-
tures of 35° F. in the mcat and dairy boxces,
and 40° F. in the general storage bezes when
the boxes are being uced mermally. Com-
prescors chall be automatically controlled.

Tests, Compreccors, piping, and evopora-
tors chall he tosted for leaks and capocity.

6. Kitchen cgufpment—Codes. Tho
kitchen ¢quipment chall ba £o constructed
and installcd as to comply with the spplica-
ble local and State lavws, ceded, regulations
and requirements, nnd with the applicable
sanitation standards of Public Health Bulle-
tin No. 260, entitled “Ordinance and Code
Repgulating Eating and Drinking Establich-
ments, recommended by the U, 8. Public
Health Service,” and with the minimum
general standords cet forth herein,

Equipment. The equipment choll ke ade-
quate and co arranged &3 to enable the stor-
age, preparation, cooklng, and cerving of
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{034 and drink to patlents, sfaff and emplay-
o3 to o dopne In an cfclent apd conitary
manner. Toe cguipment choll be calected
and arranced in cccordance with the Eypes
of fcad ccrvice adoptcd for the hospital.

Adcquate cabincts or other focllitizs chall
bo provided for the storcze or dicplay of fecd,
drinlz, ond utencils, and chaoll b2 dzsizgned 25
to protect them from contaminction by in-
coots, rodents, otfer vormin, splosh, dust,
and overhead leakaze.

Adegquate fociiities eholl be provided for
the waching and bactericldal treatment of
utensils uced for eafing, drinking, and fcod
preparation. Where utensils are to be wieshed
by hand, there chall bo provided an zdeguate
sinlz eguipped with heating fzcllitizs to
mointain 2 water tempsrature of at lexst
170° P. In tho bactericidal treatment eom-
partment throughout the dishwashing pe-
ricd, Where utensils are to be washed by
mcchine, there chall be provided fasilities
for cupplying to the dishweoshing maochwne
an adequate supply of rinse water at 173° F.,
mezcured at the rince sprays, throuzhout the
dichvaching porled. Al tables, shelves,
counters, display eaccs, stoves, hoeds, and
cimilar cquipment shall ba so constructed as
to be easlly cleaned and chall bz free of in-
accessible Gpaces providing karborege for
vermin, Where there Is not suffeient spoce
botween equipment and the walls or figor to
pgormit e25y clearing, the equipment snall be
cet tight pgoalnst the walls or floor and the
joint proporly cealed. Al utenszils and
cquipment surfaces with which feod or drink
cames In contact chall ke of smooth, not
readily corrcdible material free of brecks,
coszesion, open ceams or crocks, chipped
places, and V-type- threads. All curfacss
with which food or drink ecomzs in contact
ghall b2 eaclly cececsible for inspection and
cleaning and shall be celf-dralning, and saall
net contaln or be plated with cadmivm or
lead. AM water cupply and waste line con-
nections to Litchen equipment chall be in-
stalled in compliande with the plumbing re-
quirements of thezae gtondards.

7. Loundryy—Cades. ‘The laoundry equip-
ment cheall be dezigned and installed to com-
Pply with all local and State codszs and laws,
and the requirements of the State Depart-
ment of Health ond the” minimum general
standards o3 cet forth hereln.

Whiere loundries are provided they shall
ba complete with washers, extractors, tum-
blerg, ironer and precces which chall k2 pro-
vYided with 2ll cofety appHances and sanitary
requircments.,

VPezlers. Taere chall be at lexst twa wash-
ers which chall have o combincd rated ca-
paclty of mnot lecs than 12 pounds of dry
laundry por day per patlent bed, when oper-
ating not more than 49 hours per week.

Ironer. Provide one flat worlt Ironer with
o capacity equal to 705 of the washsr capac-
ity wwhen opcrating 40 hours per weel.

Extrector. ‘There chall b2 not less than
cne extractor with a dally capacity egual to
that given okove for the woshers and for
hospitals with more than 100 bads there shall
ba two extractors.

Tumbler. Provide o minimum of one fum-
blef writh o rated capacity equal £0 257 of the
weachers, vvhen cperating 40 hours par week.

Precees, For finiched work provide net
1ez3 than 1 nurces uniform unit consisting
of 3 precces or one utility unit with 2 presses
which chall ke increaced for the larger hes-
Ppitals,

Wash tubs. Provide2wash tuks.

2entcl end T. B. hospitels. The capacity
por bod of laundry equipment for T. B, and
Meontal hoopitals chall be 465 of that re-
quired for general hospltals.

I (E). Preparation of plans, specificc-
tionz cnd cstimotes. Thar ements con-
tained herein have heen established for the
puldance of the Appleant ond the Archi-
tect to provide a standard methed of prepa-
ration of drawings, specifications and esti-
matez.
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It is expected that the applicant will find
it advantageous to submit the material
through the State Agency in three stages
for 1ts recommendation and approval, How-
ever, the applicant may, if he so elects, com=-
bine the first two stages.

If the data required under stage 3 is avail-
able, it may be submitted without the
drawings required under stages one and two.

Copies of the final working drawings and
specifications previously submitted under
stage three will be submitted for approval
with the formal application for the project.
The requirements for the material submitted
at each of the three stages are as follows.

Drawings and specifications—1, (First
stage) program and schematic plans—(a)
Program. List in outliné form the rooms or
spaces to be included in each department,
explaining the functions or services to be
provided In each, indicating the approxi-
mate size, the number of personnel and the
kind of equipment or furntture it will con-
tain, Note any special or unusual services
or equipment to be included in the facility.

If a hospital project, submit a schedule
showing the total number of beds, their dis~
tribution in room and in the services, such
as medicine, surgery, obstetrics, ete.

(b) Schematic plans. Single line draw-
ings of each floor showing the relationship
of the varlous departments or services to
each other and the room arrangement in
each department. The name of each room
should be noted. The proposed roads and
walks, service and entrance courts, parking
and orientation may be shown on either a

small plot plan or the 1st floor plan. Simple-

vertical space dlagram should be submitted
at this stage. ™~

(c) Construction outline. A brief descrip~
tion of the type of construction.

(d) Description of site. If a survey has
been made, a plat shall be submitted at this
time, it not it should be submitted with the
Preliminary Plans (Second Stage). In lleu
of a plat of the survey, a description of the
site may be submitted at this time. This
shall note the.general characteristics of the
site, easement, availability of electricity, wa-
ter and sewer llnes,\ main roadway ap-
proaches, direction of prevailing breezes, ori-
entation, etc, A map Indicating location
of the hospital in its geographic area with
particular reference to recommendation
glven under Site III A, should be submitted.

(e) Preliminary cost estimates,

2. (Second stage) preliminary plans, ele-
vations, and outline specifications. (A) De-
velopment of the preliminary~-gketch plans
indicating in more detail the assignment of
all spaces, si2e of areas and rooms, indicat-
ing In outline, the fixed and movable equip-
ment and furniture.

The plans shall be drawn at a scale sufii-
clently large to clearly present the proposed
design, ~

The total floor area shall be computed and
shown on the drawings.

Tho drawings,shall include (1) a plan of
each floor including the basement or ground
floor, (2) Roof plan, (3) Approach plan show-
ing roads, parking areas, sldewalks, etc., (4)
elevations of all facades, (5) sections through
the bullding.

A print of the “Site Survey and Soil In-
formation” which is desceribed under another
section of this manual shall be included un-
less it has already been submitted in Stage I.

(B) Outline specifications shall provide &
general description of the construction ine
cluding interior finishes; accoustical mate-
rial, its extent and type; extent of the con-
ductive floor covering; heating and ventilat~
ing systems; and the type of elevators,

(C) Revised cost estimates,

3. (Third stage) working drawings and
specifications. (A) All working drawings
shall be well prepared so that clear and
distinet prints may be obtained; accurately
dimensioned and include all necessary ex-
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planatory notes, scheduleg and legends.
Working drawings shall be complete and
adequate for contract purposes. Separate
drawings shall be prepared for each of the
following branches of work: Architectural,
Structural, Mechanical, Flectrical. They
shall include or contain the following:

1. Architectural drawings. (a) Approach
plan showing all new topog-aphy, newly es-
tablished levels and grades, existing struc-
tures on the site (if any), new buildings and
structures, roadways, walks, and the extent

*of the areas to be seeded. All structures and
improvements which are to be removed under
the construction contract shall be shown., A
print of the survey shall be included with
the working drawings for the information of
bidders only. The survey shall not be made a
contract drawing.

(b) Plan of each floor and roof,

Schedule of beams,
girders and columns.

(b) Floor levels, column centers, and off-
sets shall be dimensioned.

(c) Special openings and pipe sleeves shall
be dimensioned or otherwise noted for-easy
reference.

(d) Details of all speclal connectians, as-
gemblies and expansion joints shall be given.

(e) Notes on design data shall include the
name of the governing bulilding code, values
of allowable unit stresses, assumedq live'loads,
wind loads, earthquake load, and soll-bear-
ing pressures.

(f) For special structures,”a stress sheet
shall be incorporated in the drawings show-

‘ing:

(1) Outline of the structure.,

(2) Al load assumptions used.

(3) Stresses and bending moments sepa-
rately for each kind of loading.

{(4) Maximum stress and/or bending mo-
ment for which each member is designed,
when not readily apparent from (3).

(5) Horizontal and vertical reactions at
column bases.

4, Mechanical drawings. These drawings
with specifications shall show the complete
heating, steam piping and wentilation sys-
tems; plumbing, drainage and stand pipe
systems; and laundry.

(a) Heating, steam piping and ventilation.
(1) Radiators and steam heated equipment,
such as sterilizers, warmers and steam tables,

(2) Heating and steam maing and
branches with pipe sizes.

(3) Diagram of heating and steam risers
fvith pipe sizes.

(4) Sizes, types and heating surfaces of
bollers, furnaces, with stokers and ol burn-
ers, if any.

(5) Pumps, tanks, boiler breeching and
piping and boller room accessories,

(6) Air conditioning systems with refrig-
erators, water and refrigerant piping; and
ducts,

(7) Exhaust and supply ventilating sys-
tems with steam connections and piping.

(d) Telephone layout showing servico ens
trance, telephone switchboard, strip boxes,
telephone outlets and branch conduits as ap«
proved by the Telephonp Co. Where publioc
telephones are used for inter-communica-
tlon, provide separate xoom and condulty for
racks and automatic switching equipment ao
required by the Telephone Company,

(e) Nurses' call systems with outlets for
beds, duty stations, door signal lights, an-
nunciators and wiring diggrams,

(£) Doctors’ call and doctors’ in-and-out
sz{st%ms with all.equipment wiring, If pro-
vided,

(g) Fire alarm system with stations, gongs,
control board and wiring diagrams,

(h) Emergency Hghting system with oute
Iets, transfer switch, source of supply, teedors
and eircults.

6. Additions to existing projects. (a) Pro-
cedures and requirements for working draw-
ings and specifications to be followed and in
addition the following information shall be
submitted:

(1) Type of activities within theo existing
building and distrlbution of existing beds,
ete.

(2) Type of construction of gxisting build-
ing and number of storles high,

(3) Plans and detalls showing attachment
of new construction to the existing structure
and mechanical systems.

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3. In order to obtain a standard procedure
Standard Specification Forms will be fut-
nished to the State Agency as a guide to
the Architect.

(C) Estimates shall show in convenient
form and detail the probable total cost of
the work to be performed under the contract
for construction of new bulldings, expansion,
remodeling and alteration of existing build-
ings including provision of fixed equipment
contemplated by plans and specifications.

IV. Equipment—General. Equipment nec-
essary for the functioning of the facllity
as planned shall be provided in the kind
and to the extent required to perform the
desired service. The necessary equipment
shall be included in the cost of the project
and is considered an essential part of the
project.

Definition of equipment. The term “equip-
ment” as used herein means all items neces-
sary for the functioning of all services of the
facility, including such services as account-
ing and records, meaintenance of buildings
and grounds, laundry service, public waiting
rooms, public health, and related services.
The term “equipment” does not include items
of current operating expense such as food,
fuel, drugs, dressings, paper, printed forms,
soap, and the like.

Classification of equipment. All eguip-
ment shall be classified in three groups as
indicated below; the basls of classification
being the usual methods of purchasing the
equipment and suggested accounting prac-
tices in regard to depreciation.

Group I. Built-in° equipment included in
construction contracts. 1. Hospital cabinets
and counters, laboratory and pharmacy cabl«
nets, X-ray darkropm equipment, cubicle
curtain eguipment, shades and venetign
blinds and any other built-in equipment, in-
cluding items which have been inciuded pre-
wiously under Sections II and T of the Gen-
eral Standards such as: Kitchen equipment,
laundry chutes, elevators, dumbwaliters, boll-
ers, incinerators, refrigerating equipment,
sterilizing equipment, surgical lighting and
the like.

Group II. Depreciable equipment of five
years’ life or more wnormally purchased
through other than consiruction contracts.
1, Large items of furniture and equipment
having a reasonably fixed location in the
building but capable of being morved.

2. Example: Furniture, surgical apparatus,
diagnostic and therapsutic equipment, office
machines, dental equipment, laboratory and
pharmacy equipment (except cabinets)
wheeled equipment and the like.

Group III. Non-depreciadble equipment of
Tess than five years® life normally purchased
through other than construction contract.
1. Small items of low unit cost and suited to
storeroom control.

2. Ezamples. Chinaware, silverware,
kitchen-utensils, bedslder lamps, waste bgs-
kets, bed pans, dressing jars, catheters, f-
cal instruments,. linens, sheets, blankets,
mattresses and the like,

It shall be the responsibility of the appli-
cant to select and purchase all necessary
equpment for the complete functioning of
all services included in the project in ace
cordance with these standards and-any fur-
ther standards prescribed by the State
Agency. !

It is essential that the equipment shall
‘be properly apportioned and budgeted to the
various services of the facility so that unduly
expensive or elaborate equipment is not pro-
vided: for some services of the project, neces-
sitating the use vf cheap and inadequate
equipment for other services.

As soon as possible after the award of the
construction contract, the applicant shall
submit to the Surgeon General through the
State Agency for approval a complete list in

~ triplicate of all proposed Groups I and IIT
equipment, including itemized estimate of
cost,

Use of unas-
sembled examinations should be limited to
supervisory or consultative professional posi-~
tions for which a specified -minimum num-
ber of years of responsible experience fn a
special field is required for admission to the
examination, and to non-supervisory pro-
fessional positions for which & perfod of ex-
perience in the special field is required which
1s long enough, preferably not less than two
years, to serve a® a satisfactory basis for
judgment of competence.

LAKE VESSEL SIGNALS, BLACK ROCK CANAL,
NEW YORK

Pursuant to the provisions of section:7
of the River and Harbor Act of August 8,
1917 (40 Stat. 266; 33 U. S. G. 1), § 207.5690
() relating to the regulations governing
the use, administration, and navigation
of Black Rock Canal and Lock at Buffalo
and Niagara River from Black Rock Lock
to Tonawanda, New York, is hereby
amended by revising the night signal
controlling the movement of vessels in
+the canal.

§207.590 Black Rock Canal and Lock
and Ferry Street Bridge at Buffalo,N. Y.,
and Niagara River from Black Rock Lock
to Tonawanda, N. Y., usg, administra-
tion, and nangotion. * * *

(r) Lake vessel signals. The day sig-
nal consists of a cylinder 24 inches in
diameter and four feet long, hung with
its long axis vertical, painted in alter-
nate red and white horizontal stripes
one foot wide, the top stripe belng white
and the bottom stripe red. This signal
will be raised to the top of the pole
about 20 minutes before s southbound
lake vessel or canal fleet leaves the lock,
and it will remain up until the vessel or
fleet passes the northerly end of the New
York State Breakwater. The night sig-
nal consists of two red lights and two
green lights spaced four feet apart ver-
tically at the top of the pole. The top
red light will be fixed and the bottom
red light quick-flashing. These red and
green leghts will be displayed in lleu of
the cylinder during the hours of dark-

\
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ness. Northbound lake vessels shall not
enter the canal when the cylinder is dis-
played at the top of the pole or when
the red lights are displayed. North-
bound lake vessels may enter the canal
when the cylinder is not displayed or
when the green lights are displayed.
Southbound lake vessels will be held at
the lock until northbound lake vessels
or canal fleets shall have advanced far
enough to pass the Ferry Street Bridge
before meeting the southbound vessels.
Southbound lake vessels-leaving from
any pomt in the canal south of the lock
shall telephone the lock not less than 20
minutes before ready to leave and ob-
tamm permission from the lockmaster in
charge to proceed. If the canal is occu-
pied by a northbound lake vessel or ca-
nal fleet, the southbound vessel shall
not leave its wharf until permission is
given by the lockmaster in charge.
